Dr. Vilhjalmur Stefansson is fond 
of exploding dogmas. In an article, 
“Food of the Ancient and Modern 
Stone Age Man,” based upon an ad- 
dress presented at the annual dinner 
of the American Dietetic Association, 
he boxes the compass with several 
theories, disputing, for one thing, the 
notion that primitive Eskimos have 
sound teeth because of the chewing 
they do. Except for the women’s 
chewing of skins, he holds that 
Eskimos chew less than whites. He 
speculates whether the primitive 
Eskimos’ avoidance of hot food and 
drink may not be worth noting from 
a dental point of view. “When the 
Eskimos take up the white man’s 
way of drinking tea and _ coffee 
‘scalding hot,’ says Dr. Stefansson, | 
“the taste acquired thereby begins to 
be applied to all foods. They learn 
to eat their oatmeal piping hot, their 
cakes fresh from the griddle, their 
bread right from the oven. Some 
believe it is this, rather than any 
essential change in food constituents, 
that has brought about dental caries 
in civilized Eskimo communities.”

CHANGE IN HORSE CLUB POLICY 


A slight change has been made in 
the Dominion Horse Club policy, 
cffeetive in 1939 in the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta.
